VISITORS. 


The past year shows an increase of 9439 in the number of 
visitors. The issuing of round-trip tickets in conjunction 
with the Pennsylvania Railroad has proved measurably 
successful. The number of visitors by this route will 
doubtless be increased asthe people become more acquainted 
with it, and its branches to Chestnut Hill and German- © 
town are established. During the past season 12,146 adults, 
and 1906 children’s tickets were sold by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad for our account. 

In accordance with the views expressed by some of our 
members at the last annual meeting, the Board again tried 
the experiment of having music at the Garden during the 
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summer months. It being found, however, that, as hereto- 
fore, the additional expense was not covered by an increased 
attendance, the music was discontinued. The months of 
June and July, when the music was present, show a decrease 
as compared with the same months last year without music.

GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to present to you my 
report of the condition of the Garden during the year end- 
ing on the twenty-eighth of February, 1883. 

During that period 423 living specimens were added to 
the collection ; their character, and the manner of their re- 
ceipt, being as follows :—

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Many of the additions to the collection are worthy of 
special note, among which are the following :— 

1. The last of the two female leopards, purchased by the 
Society in May, 1874, having died from old age, two re- 
markably fine young females, from Africa, were procured 
on March 3d. At the same time a pair of European roe 
deer (Cervus capreolus) were also received. 

2. A specimen of the crowned crane (Balaerica regulorum), 
from South Africa, was received March 4th, being the first 
of these beautiful birds in the possession of the Society. 

3. A large siren (Siren lacertina) was presented on March 
8th by Dr. G. E. Manigault, of South Carolina, and arrived 
in good condition. Although these curious batrachians en- 
dure captivity well, it seems impossible to exhibit them in 
a satisfactory manner. The necessities of their life require 
them to be buried in several inches of soft mud, which ob- 
scures the water as soon as they begin to move, and they 
are generally hidden from view. 

4. On the Ist of April, a pair each of the magnificent 
Reeves’ pheasant (Phasianus reevest) and Japanese pheasant 
(P. versicolor) were purchased from a dealer in New York. 
These birds were bred in the Zoological Garden at Antwerp, 
and have added largely to the attractions of our collection. 

5. A small fox, from Yucatan, was presented on the 
7th of April by Dr. A. K. Owen, of Chester, Pa., and was 
subsequently identified as the coast fox (Vulpes littoralis). 
This rare species is the smallest of American foxes, and 
ranges from lower California, apparently through Mexico 
and Central America. This specimen is probably the first 
to be exhibited in a living state. 

6. A Musang paradoxure (Paradoxurus musanga) was re- 
ceived by presentation on May 26th. This animal, although 
a native of the Malayan Islands, was captured in Brazil, 
near Rio de Janeiro, and was, without doubt, an escaped 
pet. 

7. A number of animals, directly from Nubia, were pur- 
chased from a dealer and arrived at the Garden on June 
13th. Among them were a fine young lion and lioness 
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about eighteen months old; a splendid male ostrich, to 
mate the two females previously in the collection ; two Afri- 
can civets (Viverra civetta); two common genets (Genetta 
vulgaris), andan Egyptian ichneumon (Herpestes ichnewmon). 

8. Three rare and interesting monkeys from South Amer- 
ica were procured on June 14th :—The Chuva spider mon- 
key (Ateles marginatus); the brown howler (Mycetes fuscus) ; 
and the black saki (Pithecia satanas). Two very large pig- 
tailed macaques (M. nemestrinus) were received on the same 
date. 

9. A tortoise was presented on June 29th. The locality 
from whence it came was unknown, but it appears to be 
(Testudo tabulata), a Brazilian species. 

10. A brown-headed parrot (Pecephalus fuscicapillus), 
from Sierra Leone, was purchased July 8th. 

11. On July 11th, a fine specimen of the two-toed sloth 
was received from Panama and has thriven remarkably 
well, in view of the difficulty commonly experienced in 
keeping these animals in captivity. It is thought to be 
(Cholopus hoffmanni), a different species from those previ- 
ously in the collection,—this can not, however, be fully de- 
termined until the death of the animal. 

12. Several specimens of the ruff (Machetes pugnax) and 
lapwing (Vanellus cristatus), from Europe, were received on 
the 25th of July, and at the same time two pairs of Austra- 
lan and crowned cranes. 

13. On August 21st, two young female chimpanzees were 
purchased from a dealer in New York, and have proved 
exceedingly attractive to visitors, as was the case with those 
previously owned by the Society. The possession of these 
animals has afforded for comparison the interesting specta- 
cle of specimens of the two best known of the anthropoid 
apes, the chimpanzee and the orang, side by side in the 
same cage. Unfortunately, “Topsy,” the female of the 
latter species, which had been in the Garden since October 
2d, 1879, died in January of the present year. 

14. Several specimens of a rather rare species of horned 
lizard (Phrynosoma douglassi) were brought from the Bad 
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Lands of Wyoming, and presented by Dr. J. G. Lee, in Oc- 
tober. 

15. A grey ichneumon (Herpestes griseus) was purchased 
December 7th from a trading vessel from the West Indies. 
Although a native of India, this animal has been recently 
introduced into Jamaica for the purpose of destroying the 
large number of rats which cause great injury to the sugar 
cane grown in thatisland. They have increased largely in 
numbers and appear to have become thoroughly natural- 
ized. 

16. On December 19th, a specimen of the tayra (Galictis 
barbara), an interesting little animal of the musteline type, 
from Brazil, was received by presentation. 

17. Quite an assortment of animals were purchased on 
January 19th,among which were two members of the curious 
group of lemurs, the brown-headed lemur (Lemur brun- 
neus) and the ring-tailed lemur (L. catta), from Madagas- 
car; a cariama crane (Cariama cristata) and an Ariel toucan 
(Ramphastos ariel), both from Brazil.

Comparatively little new work has been done during the 
period covered by my report, although extensive repairs to 
buildings and enclosures have been made. 

The asphalt walks around the seal ponds and the new 
aviary have been completed; the rustic fence around the 
deer park, which had become worn out and unsafe, has been 
removed and in its place a light but substantial iron rail- 
ing has been erected ; durable bark roofs have been put on 
the shelters in the deer park and the cattle pens in place of 
the thatch which previously covered them; the two wings 
of the Carnivora House have been greatly improved by 
the placing of large skylights in the roof, and the buildings 
and out-door enclosures have been generally repainted. 
A large number of trees have been planted throughout the 
Garden, a work which will be continued during the com- 
ing spring.
